NOW MUST PASS. 


Senate Republicans Make It a 


Party Measure and Will 
Force Confirmation at 
an ‘Early Day.

Washington, D.C., Feb. 17.—(Special.]—The 
Panama canal prospects became so serious 
within the last few days that it was necessary 
to hold a caucus of senate republicans today 
to agree on united action, and, by making the 
treaty a party measure, to secure a contin- 
uous session until something is done. 

A senate caucus always ie a serious affair, 
and, like the saline solution in medicine, is 
resorted to only when everything else fails. 
Senator Morgan of Alabama, whois almost 
the only opponent of the Panama canal 
treaty, fell back upon the traditional cour- 
tesy of the senate and demanded as an in- 
alienable right that he be permitted to talk 
on the canal until he had exhausted the sub- 


‘ject from his point of view. 


The republican caucus was called for this 
afternoon by a decision of the steering com- 
mittee hast night, because it was felt that 
otherwise the Panama canal treaty would 


| almost certainly fail to be ratified during 
this session. The option to purchase the 


rights of the French company for $40,000,000 
will expire on March 4. 

It is an easy matter to extend the time for 
the ratification of the treaty, which can be 
done by a simple protocol signed by Secre- 
tary Hay and the Colombian republic. The 
option to buy the rights of the French com- 
pany, however, will expire unless it is re- 
newed by that corporation. This would re- 
quire the holding of a meeting in Paris of the 
stockholders of the Panama Canal company, 
and it is believed the result would be that the 
Frenchmen would raise the price by many 
milliona of dolars, because they would be 
quick to see that the United States would 


| have to buy them out at almost any price. 


To avoid complications the republican cau- 


cus today decided to make a serious attempt 


to tire out Mr. Morgan. They propose to 
begin holding executive sessions tomorrow, 
and will endeavor to continue them day and 
night until they exhaust the wind of the 
ancient senator from Alabama. Senator 
Quay has promised not to interfere, because 
he realizes that the less he interrupts the 
current program the less reason there will be 
for a refusal to Vote on statehood. 

Although the caucus was lively and there 
was much criticism of individual senators, 
statehood, Cuban reciprocity, and similar 


issues were avoided, so as to secure a con- . 


cert of action in behalf of the cagal. 

Secretary Hay took a decided step today 
which involved the accepting of a great 
responsibility, but which in all probability 
saved this country from serious embarrass- 
ments. As explained, the option to buy the 
French rights will expire March 4. It is a 
physical impossibility to ratify the treaty 
here and at Bogota and make the usual ex- 
change of ratifications before the expiration 
of this li ed time. 

The secretary of state, with the consent of 
the president, has cut the knot In the best 
possible way. Although he is as yet without 
authority from congress, he sent word 
through the French embassy here that the 
United States accepts without reserve the 
the offer of the French Panama company, as 
guaranteed by the republic of France, to 
sell its rights on the isthmus of Panama, in- 
cluding its sto@k in the railroad, to the 
United States for $40,000,000. 

The acceptance of the offer on the part of 
the United States is not conditional, but the 
payment, which is not involved in the option, 
is deferred until the ratifications are ex- 
changed on the pending treaty. 

In this way the secretary of state has 
bound the United States to pay the money, 
but at the same time it prevents the expira- 
tion of the option and insures the purchase of 
the French canal rights at the figure set by 
the isthmian canal committee. The secre- 
tary of state is justified in this action be- 
cause there is no doubt whatever of the 
ultimate ratification of the treaty by the 
senate. 

Careful inquiry within the last week has 
demonstrated that Mr. Morgan stands prac- 
tically alone. Nearly all the republican and 
a great majority of the democratic strength 
will be given to: the treaty, thus insuring its 
ratification by much more than the neces- 
sary two-thirds vote. The element of time 
is the only question at issue, because if the 


treaty is not ratified now an extra session 


of the senate surely will be held, when it 
would be a comparatively easy matter to tire 
out the aged but verbose Mr. Morgan. 

Solicitor General Richards is likely to se- 
cure the vacancy on the federal bench in 
Ohio. He was pushed by Senator Foraker 
and opposed by Senator Hanna, so that for 
a time it seemed likely that the place would 
go to a Kentucky man, as the circuit em- 
braces both states. 
attorney general has made a personal mat- 
ter of the case, so that his solicitor general 
is likely to be promoted to the place rmade 
vacant by Judge Day, who goes to ee United 
States Supreme court. 

In the report of the conference commit- 
tee on the army appropriation bill there is 
an agreement on one of the senate amend- 
ments which means much to the organ- 
ized militia of the country, including, of 
course, all the national guards in the vi- 
cinity of Chicago, where the state troops 
are well organized. This amendment ap- 
propriates the sum of $2,000,000 for the pur- 
chase of arms, ammunition, engineer, hos- 


pital, and other supplies as now prescribed 


for the regular army, to be distributed to 
the organized militia of the different states.

GALL GRADE TRACK GRIME 


FATHER KELLY AND PARISHION. 
ERS WANT INDICTMENTS. 


Priest Addresses Coroner's thine at In- 
quest on Helen Connelly’s Death on 
Forty-fifth Street Crossing of Penn- 
sylvdnia Road—Urges Prosecution 
of Higheat Officials of mpany— 
Verdict the Ordinary One of Cen- 
sure, but Farther Action Wanted. 


“ Eighty persons have been killed on the 
three railroad grade crossings in this neigh- 
borhood in the last ten years, and the out- 
rage continues. The people hereabout are 
fully aroused and they intend to go to the 
bottom of this criminal disregard of public 
safety. 

‘‘We want not the censure of the guilty 
corporation, but the indictment of the presi- 
dent and general manager. Enough of our 
little ones have been swept to death on these 
crossings, and now we are.golng to see jus- 
tice done.” 


In this manner the Rev. Father E. A. Kelly | 


of St. Cecilia’s parish expressed the popular 
indignation of his neighborhood. His words 
closed the inquest on the death of Helen 
Connelly, the 18 year old da@ughter of John 
Connelly, 517 West Forty-fifth street, who 
was struck by a Pennsylvania train Feb. 9 
at the Forty-fifth street crossing. 


Gate Up and Out of Order. 

The examination of witnesses of the acci- 
dent elicited the evidence that the gates were 
not down at the time the little girl stepped 
on the tracks, that they were out of order, and 


that the tower man had never worked for a |. 


railway till the morning of Feb. 9, when he 
for duty, and that he given ab- 
solutely no instructions as to the responsi- 
bilities of his new posit 
The coroner’s jury then brought ina verdict 
censuring the railway corporatioh and urging 
the city to compel elevation of the tracks. 
The verdict also says if a competent man had 
been stationed in the tower and the gates had 
been in working order the accident would 
not have happened. The verdict was a dis- 
appointment to Father Kelly. He im- 
mediately conferred with Attorney P. J. 


_O’ Keeffe, who has interested himself in the 
' matter, and the result was an announcement 


that the priest would gather evidence and 
present it to the grand jury. | 
The feeling in Father Kelly’s parish is such 


that he has been urged to call a massmeet- 


ing for the purpose of bringing pressure to 
bear on the city council to take action. 


Victim Hurrying Home. 

According to the evidence of the latest 
fatality brought out before Deputy Coroner 
W. A. Flanagan yesterday at the undertak- 
ing rooms of D. F. Curley, 4523 Wentworth 
avenue, the Connelly girl was returning home 
from an errand, shortly after 5p. m., when 
she was killed. She approached the Forty- 
fifth street crossing from the east and, seeing 
the gates up, walked boldly upon the tracks. 
At the same instant a Fort Wayne passenger 
train rushed over the crossing from the south. 
The girl was within two steps of the track 
when she saw the engine, but she had no 
time to draw back. 

Michael J. Toomey was standing in the side 
door of, bis Saloon atthe northeast corner of 
Stewart avenue and Forty-fifth street and 
saw the accident. ‘1 saw the girl walking 
on the crossing just in advance of an old 
man,’’ he said. ‘‘ She was drawing her shaw! 
about her head and apparently did not hear 
the train. The old man saw it first and be- 
gan shouting to the child, at the same time 
making a feeble effort to save her. As the 
engine struck the girl the whistle blew. The 
gates were afterwards lowered.”’ 

The engineer, John Mooney of Fort Wayne, 
Ind., said he first saw the girl when his 
engine was within twenty feet of her. He 


admitted that he did not sound the whistle | 


till he saw the child. 


Towerman’s First ay at Work. 
John Curran, 3118 Butler street, was the 


towerman at the crossing the day of the ac- 


cident. He gave his age as 24 and said he 
had been a tinsmith till the early part of 
February, when he quit his calling and cast 
about for other employment. Lieut: Powell, 
superintendent of the Pennsylvania tower- 
men, gave him a place and told ae to report 
for duty on Feb. 9. 

“Did he give you any inetrietions as to 
your duties?” asked Deputy Flanagan. 

“No, sir, no one told me what | had to do. 
The night man showed me how to pull the 
levers, but that was all.”’ | 

‘Well, what did you do about the time of 
the accident?’’ 

‘I lowered the gates as well as I could, for 
they went down hard, for a southbound 
freight on the Western Indianatrack. Then 
I saw the little girl walk on the crossing, 
ducking her head to get under the gates. 
When the passenger train ran on the cross- 
ing its speed forced up the north half of the 


_east gate and I had to lower ft again.” 


** Were the gates out of order?” 

* Yes, sir, the night man had reported them 
out of order to the repair gang, but the re- 
pair gang came around and said they were 
all right.”’ 

“Are you working for the Pennsylvania 
road now?’ 

“No, I quit—I didn’t like the business. 
Lieut. Powell didn’t want me to quit. He 
asked me if it was because of the accident 
and said not to mind a little thing like that, 
but I told him I had had enough.”’ 

It was after listening to Curran’s straight- 
forward story that Father Kelly obtained 
permission from Deputy Flanagan to address 
the jury. In addition to the remarks quoted 
above, he said: 

“This is a poor man’s court, and if the 
poor man is to get justice anywhere, he 
should expect it here. This towerman was 
not to blame for this horror, nor was this 
engineer, nor any other employé of the rail- 
way company. It is the men high in the 
management of the corporation’s policy who 
are guilty. We have death with us all the 
time from these awful grade crossings and 
always the coroner’s juries bring in verdicts 
merely censuring the railway company. We 
are tired of it. What is the Pennsylvania 
railway company? It is nothing—nothing, at 
least, that is responsible. Hold the presi 
dent and general manager of the Pennsyl- 
vania company to the grand jury for com- 
plicity in murder and if they are not guilty 
they will soon tell the grand jury who is.” 


HERD OF STEERS KILLS BUYER. 


J. H. Russel] of Bronson, Mich., Fright- 
ens Cattle at Stockyards with Red 
Handkerchief. 


A herd of steers at the stockyards, fright- 
ened by a red handkerchief, trampled upon 
and fatally injured J. H. Russell of Bronson, 
Mich., at noon yesterday. Russell died at 
the Englewood Union hospital four hours 
later. Russell had entered Division D of the 
yards to inspect a herd which he intended 
buying. He drew a red handkerchief from 
his pocket and one of the steers made a rush 
toward him. The herd started running 
around in a circle and Russell, who was 
nearly 70 years old, was knocked down and 
trampled upon before he could be rescued.

PERIL IN A FIRE 
ON RIVER FRONT. 


Riverview Block, at 1 and 3/ x 
North Clark Street, De- 
stroyed by Flames in 
Early Morning. 


HUNDREDS OUT IN HASTE. 


Work of Rescue Pushed Vigor- 
ously, but Police Are Not 
Certain All Haye _ 


Escaped. 


The Riverview building, at 1 and 3 North 
Clark street, was destroyed by fire at 2 
o'clock this morning, and the flames within 
fifteen minutes were threatening the entire 
row of lodging houses and saloons just to 
the north. 

The lives of several lodgers in the rooms in 
the basement floor of the building were im- 
periled, and at 3:15 the police still feared 
some of them had not escaped. A detail of 


police was employed in arousing inmates of 


the small hotels toward Kinzie street. 

At 3 o'clock the fire was under control, and 
it was found the buildings to the.north were 
damaged only by water. The total loss was 
estimated at $65,000, falling partly on the 
owner of the building, Otte Ernst, and partly 
on the tenants.

It was found impossible to explore the 


basement of the Riverview, and the ques- 
tion of fatalities was left open. 
Saloon on First Floor. 
The building bordered the river and was 
on the west side of Clark street. Its first 


floor was occupied by Clayton Bush's con- 


cert hall and saloon. 

The fire originated apparently in the plant 
of the Sweigert Neostyle Envelope company 
on the top floor. The loss there is put at 


$7,000. On the third floor were the offices of 


E. Cc. Wood & Co., coffee dealers, and the 


Webster Baking Powder company. Their 


losses are estimated at $2,000 and $5,000 re- 


spectively. On the rear of the second floor 


was the Eckeberg Printing company, which 
suffered a loss of $5,000. The ‘fourth floor 
was occupied by Kempler & Co. 

3 Smoke Awakens Mrs. Bush. 

Proprietor Bush and his wife were asleep 
on the second floor of the building when the 
fire started, apparently on the top floor. The 
dense smoke awakened Mrs. Bush, who, 
after rousing her husband, ran to the room 
where Albert Fairchild and Tony Schronsky, 
the janitor, slept. The flames were roaring 


through the upper floors, and none.of the 


four persons stopped to dress, but al lin 
their night garments. 

Bush ran to the saloon, grasped the cash 
register, and saved the day’s receipts. All 
his personal effects were destroyed, his loss 
being $3,500. 

A large number of longshoremen and sail- 
ors were sleeping in the basement, and Po- 
liceman Dunn of the Central Detail rushed 


to their rescue. He threw open the doors 


and cried “ fire,’’ and a great exodus fol- 
lowed. It is said the number of lodgers ap- 
proximated half a hundred. 

Men Swarm Down Fire Escapes. 

Next door north of the Riverview is the 
Ashland house, a crowded three story hotel, 
which housed 150 persons. These inmates 
were aroused and got out in their night 
clothing by means of fire escapes and win- 
dows. Wagner's lunchroom occupies the 
ground floor of the Ashland. Its proprietor, 
John Saunders, was driven out by smoke. 

At 8 a. m. the fire had been subdued with- 
out actually reaching this bunilding. 

Dense Smoke Hinders Work. 

So dense was the smeke in Clark street 
that the firemen were forced to fight the fire 
from the roofs to. the north and the piling 
that guards the center of the Clark street 
bridge. To these ice cdvered timbers sev- 
eral companies of firemen clung and poured 
a half dozen streams of water into the burn- 
ing building. The fireboat made fast to the 
Anchor line steamer Wissahickon, which 
was tied up at the dock, alongside the saloon. 
Every effort was made to save the big 
steamer. 

The only person on the “Wissahickon wasa 
watchman, Frank Pardy. He refused to 
leave, though drenched by icy water. The 
firemen warned him that the south wall of 
the saloon might fall upon his boat, but 
Pardy olung to his post. 

Hendicapped by the Cold. 

The firemen were handicapped by the cold. 
When they directed their streams of water 
at the building the spray fell and formed in 
cakes of ice on their rubber coats and hats. 
The cold worked great hardships to the fire- 


‘men as well as to the escaping occupants of 


the burning house and adjoining buildings. 
Across the street from the building is the 
Sibley Warehouse and Storage company’s 
building, eight stories high and almost a 
block long. The firemen poured their streams 


on the front of this building and water froze 


a good barrier against the spread of the fire 
in that direction. 

Every north side street car line east of 
the river was tied up for over an hour by 
'the fire. 

Even after the fire was under control the 
ice formed so rapidly in Clark street that it 
was found impossible to run the cars over 
the bridge. The street was covered deep 
with ice from curb to curb and the firemen 
were compelled to chop their hose free. 

Several of Musham’s men on the top of 
the Sibley warehouse were frostbitten. 


Risks Lives for a Child. 

Miller of the 
Sheffield avenue police station ran to the 
third story of a burning apartment build- 
ing at Barry and Evanston avenues yester- 
day, expecting to find a child imprisoned 
there.

Yesterday's bitter alr brought death and 
much suffering in Chicago. Two men suc- 
sumbed as a result of it and other persons 
were badly frozen. The dead: 

COOLEY, MICHAEL, found frozen to death in a 
barn in the rear of 142 West Chicago avenue. 

FREDLER, CHARLES, 665 North Clark street, ~ 
succumbed to the cold while being removed in @ 
patrol wagon from the German hospital. 

The more severe cases of frostbite reported 
were as follows: 

Falco, Nick, 9 years old, found asleep In a hall- 
way; hands and feet frozen. 

Emerson, Charles, teamster, feet frozen while on 
his wagon; taken to county hospital. 

Cooley made his home in the barn where 
his body was found, and slept in the hay loft. 
He was wrapped in a blanket when found 
today, but as the man had been in good 
health the police believe that the excessive 
cold was responsible for his death. Cooley 
was 40 years old and single. His mother 
lives in St. Louis. 


Meny Calls for Assistance. 

The sudden drop in temperature caused 
a marked increase in the number of appli- 
cations for relief made to the various char- 
itable organizations. Long lines of poorly 
clad, shivering men, women, and children 
stood in front of the office of every philan- . 
thropic society seeking aid. Most of the 
organizations were able to meet the demand 
made on them. The scarcity of coal made 
the suffering of the poor all the more intense. 
The office of the county agent was thronged 
from morning until night with applicants 
for relief, and a hundred wagons were kept 
‘busy delivering supplies to the needy. More 
than 300 applications were received during 
the day. 

Coal the Greatest Need. 

County Agent Olson sald: “ It is the busi- 
est day we have had this winter. The scar- 
city of fuel of all kinds makes matters worse 
than they otherwise would be. The poor 
people who come to us are absolutely desti- 
tute, as this is generally the last place a 
poor person will come. They dislike to ac- 
cept public charity until every other re- 
source has failed. Seventy-five per cent of 
the applications we get are for coal. The 
others who come here ask for groceries, 
blankets, and wearing apparel.” 

At the twelve branch offices of the Chi- 
cago bureau of charities large forces of 
clerks and investigators were kept busy re- 


ceiving the applications of the suffering. 


The requests for assistance were more num- 
merous at the stockyards office, 815 West 
Forty-seventh street; west side office, 181 
West Madison street; lower north side office, 
365 Wells street, and the northwestern of- 
fice, 1235 Milwaukee avenue. Severa! 
branches were unable to meet the demands 

made upon them.

CYCLONE SINKS A STEAMER; 
SEVENTEEN PERSONS DROWN. 


Accident Takes Place in Chowan River, 
North Carolina—Six Saved in Pilot 
House, Which Remains Above Surface 


Norfolk, Va., Feb. 17.—[Special. ]—A cyclone 
struck the passenger steamer Olive at 9:30 
o'clock last evening and sent it to the bot- 
tom of Chowan river, drowning eighteen 
persons. 

. The Olive is a river steamer plying between 
Franklin, Va., and Edenton, N.C. The ac- 
cident took place off Woodley’s wharf, be- 
tween Mount Pleasant and Oliver’s wharf. 

Without any warning a furious blast of_ 
wind struck the shallow craft, careening 
it until the water rushed over the side. 
It righted, but sank immediately, and the 
passengers on the lower deck and in the 
cabin had no chance to seek safety in any 
direction. Nearly every one was in the 
eabin on account of the threatening storm. 

Survivors Suffer All Night. 

Only the pilot house stood above the water 
when the steamer settled to the bottom. In 
it were Capt. George H. Withy and five 
others, the only ones saved. At 6 this morn- 
ing the river steamer Pettit came in sight 
and rescued the almost frozen survivors.

LONDON, Feb. 17.—With magnificent cere- 
mony King Edward opened parliament today. 
Queen Alexandra. the court, and all the offi- 
cers of state took part in the proceedings, 
and their elaborate costumes added to the 
brilliancy of theiscene. 

A notable feature of the day was the effort 
of the king and the leaders in both houses to 
show their good feeling for the United States. 
The king laid spécial emphasis on the words 
““Ssigned and ratified’’ in referring to the 
Alaskan boundary treaty, showing evident 
satisfaction at the fact that he was able to 
make such an announcement. | 


Rejoice at American Friendship. 
The duke of Roxburghe and the earl of 
Leitrim, in the house of lords, and John 
Gretton and Ronald Greville, in the house 
of commons, in moving and seconding the 


addresses in reply to the king’s speech, all 


said they rejoiced over the good relations 
between Great Britain and the United States 
and expressed the hope they never would 
be disturbed. | 

Earl Spencer, the liberal leader in the 
house of lords, and Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman, the leader of the opposition jn 
the house of commons, expressed similar 
sentiments in even more warm tones on the 
opening of the debates.

** Negotiations have taken place for the 
adjustment of questions which have arisen 
with regard to the boundary of my posses- 
sions in North America and the territory 
of Alaska. A treaty for the providing of a 
reference of these questions to an arbitral 
tribunal has been signed and ratified. 


Alarm Over Balkan Situation. 


“The condition of the European provinces 
of Turkey gives cause for serious anxiety. 
We have ed our best efforts to impress 
upon the sultan and his ministers the urgent 
need of practical and well considered meas- 
ures of reform. |The governments of Aus- 
tria, Hungary, and Russia have had under 
consideration what reforms would be de- 
sirable that the powers who were parties 
to the treaty of Berlin should recommend 
to the sultan for immediate adoption. The 
papers dealing with the subject will be laid 
before you. 

“TI regret that the efforts which my gov- 
ernment has been making to arrive at a 
joint delimitation with the Turkish govern- 
meat of boundaries of the tribal country ad- 
joining Aden have hitherto failed to bring 
about settlement. Negotiations on this 
subject are being urgently pressed forward. 

“A body of my troops, including a small 
corps of mounted infantry raised by the in- 
habitants of the ‘Transvaal and the Orange 
river colony, has been disembarked at Obbia 
to operate against the mad mullah, and an 
advance inland is about tobemade. Theco- 
operation of the Italian government in this 
undertaking has been most cordial. | 


Progress in Africa Satisfies. 

“The progress of events in south Africa 
has been satisfactory. The visit of the secre- 
tary of state for tne colonies to that portion 
of my dominion# has already been productive 
of most happy results, and the opportunity 
it has ‘provided for a personal conference 
with Lord Milner, with the ministers of tne 
self-govern‘ng colonies, and with the repre- 
sentatives of all'interests and opinions hus 
greatly conduced to the smooth adjustment 
of many difticult questions and the removal 
of many occasivas of misunderstanding.

“Gentlemen of the house of commons:

The procession, which .was identical 
with that of the previous similar ceremony, 
formed, and, headed by the pursuivants and 
heralds, marched to the robing room, their 
majesties being immediately preceded by 
the sword of state, carried by the marquis 
of Londonderry. . | 

The scene in the upper chamber was strik- 
ing. On the woolsack fronting the throne 
were the lords justices and war lords in 
blue and red robes respectively. To the 
right of the throne was the space reserved 
for the diplomats, among whom was Am- 
bassador Choate, who occupied a front seat, 
' Qn either side of the house the two front 
benches were occupied by peers, some of 
distinguished bearing and others of quaint 
appearance, and seeming altogether out of 
place in their red robes slashed with ermine, 
Behind them sat the peeresses, all in full 
court dress, glittering with jewels and wear- 
ing their coronets, which sparkled with 
every movement. 

The side galleries were filled with distin- 
guished visitors, apparently from all coun- 
tries, including a*man of color in uniform. 
The rest of the house was occupied by the 
members of the house of commons. 


‘Prince of Wales Is Present. 


Just before the royal procession entered 
the electric lights were turned on in full, the 
buzz of conversation ceased, the doors were 
opened, and the prince of Wales and a num- 
ber of princesses entered. They were al- 
most immediately followed by the stately 
procession. Hight heralds, in their tabards, 
led the way, walking two and two at a slow 
pace. On arriving opposite the thrones they 
bowed, then moved towards the princesses, 
bowed again, and finally took up positions 
flanking the thrones and forming a bright 
background at the central point of the pic- 
ture. 

Hand in hand the king and queen entered 
and advanced to the steps of the throne, up 
which the king assisted his consort. Both 
then turned and faced the house. The king 
wore a scarlet field marshal’s uniform and 
was enveloped in a voluminous mantle of pur- 
ple velvet. By his side stood the queen, 
with a small diadem on her head and the 
front of her robe of dark velvet covered with 


purple robe of state. 

When the high officers of the crown had 
taken up their positions the king seated him- 
self and motioned to the queen, who took 
her piace on thé throne at his side. 

On the arrival of the members of the house 
of commons the king put on his plumed field 
marshal’s hat and read the speech, every 
word of which was audible throughout the 
house. Immediately after the conclusion of 
the reading the royal procession was re- 
formed and the assemblage slowly dispersed.

Debate in House of Commons. 


When the house of commons assembled for 
the transaction of business the speaker, Mr. 
Gully, read the king’s speech to a somewhat 
slim. house. Mr. Gratton, conservative, 
moved the address in reply to the speech, and 
in so doing expressed satisfaction at the 
termination of the Venezuelan blockade and 
at the fact that throughout the difficult af- 
fair cordial relations had been maintained 
with the United States. 

Mr. Greville, conservative, seconded the 
motion. He referred in so doing to the Irish 
land bill in terms which elicited approving 
cheers from the Irish members. 

‘The liberal leader, Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman, who was loudly cheered, fol- 
lowed. He said he desired information on 
the subjects of Venezuela and Macedonia 
and on the great question of the settlement 
of affairs in south Africa. In Venezuela, he 
said, the cloud happily had passed, but it 
was a black cloud and one which many peo- 
i og thought might have been avoided. It 
might have had dangerous consequences, 
and it was the duty of the country to inquire 
how it had been led into such a difficulty. — 


Would Know of German Allience. | 


Sir Henry commented on the fact that 
Germany was not mentioned tn the king’s 
speech in connection with Venezuela. There 
were people in this country, he continued, 
who were of opinion that Great * Britain . 
should not associate with Germany under 
any circumstances, but he did not sympa- 
thize with that view, although he admitted 
there had been much abuse and slander of 
this country in the German press. 

The speaker was opposed to codperation 
with Germany in a matter like the Vene- 
zuelan. Germany was strong but rough. 
Germany also was not favorable to the Mon- 
roe doctrine. If there ever had been a case 
for arbitration the Venezuelan affair was 
one, and if this course had been adopted in 
the first place a great precedent would have 
been established towards the peaceful set- 
tlement of international questions. 

Referring to south Africa, Sir Henry said 
they might have differed in the past over 
the war, but mow fhe war was over he 
urged that all work for the common purpose 
of laying the foundations for a new life in 
that part of the world. He heartily con- 
curred in the sentiments and desires ex- 
pressed by the colonial secretary, Mr. Cham- 
berlain, for the fusion of the §wo white 
races in south Africa, but he, Sir Henry, 
wanted to know if Mr. Chamberlain’s acts 
were subject to the approval of his col- 
leagues. If a bargain was made who was 
to speak with authority for the nation? 


Scores High Expenditures. 


In conclusion Sir Henry, who spoke for an 
hour and a quarter, criticised the growth of 
= national expenditures. 

emier Balfour, in reply, said that Mr. 
Chamberlain had consulted his colleagues. 
He added: ‘“‘ We entirely indorse and make 
ourselves responsible for the general pclicy 
he has declared in south Africa.”’ 

In regard to the conditions prevailing in 
Macedonia, Mr. Balfour said they were a 
constant menace to the peace of Europe.

ROYAL SHOW A SUCCESS.

LONDON, Feb, 18, 3 a. m.—Taxation is the

The new education bill a _ higher 
school tax in-ehe metropolis, and the London 
docks bill, while essential to the prosperity 
of east London, will involve a largely in- 
creased local taxation. The famous cream 
colored horses with gorgeous trappings may 
precede the state chariot on the opening day 
of parliament, but when the king’s speech ts 
read the long suffering taxpayer identifies 
himself with Issachas crouching under his 
burdens and longing fora rest. 


Ceremonial Parede Too Familiar. 


The ceremonial parade from Buckingham 
palace to Westminster has become so fa- 
miliar a spectacle that it excites only languid 
interest. It was well managed in conse- 
quence of frequent rehearsals, and the foot 
guards lined up in the Mall and Whitehall 
with unwonted brilliancy. The weather being 
clear and the sky almost cloudless the crowds 
of spectators were large, but not markedly 
demonstrative as the royal carriages and 
state coach passed slowly by with their 
escort of horse guards. The duke of Port- 
land was the only missing figure, The other 
court functionaries were in their usual places 
and the procession was splendidly horsed and 
dressed. The duchess of Buccleugh, the 
Countess Dowager Lytton, and Miss Knollys 
were handsomley gowned, but the queen in 
purple and ermine, with a wonderful lace veil 
and a small diamond crown, was unrivaled 
in grace and beauty. | 


Brilliant Scene in House. 

The scene in the house of lords was more 
brilliant than when the last session of par- 
liament was opened by the king and queen, 
as the peeresses were present in full force 
and many wore their coronation robes. 

There were hitches in the ceremonial, for 
while the duke of Devonshire knelt cor- 
rectly and the Marquis of Londonderry posed 
well with his magnificent sword, somebody 
blundered, and there was an awkward pause 
before the black rod was dispatched to sum- 
mon the commons. The king read his spech 
in a full, clear voice, without a sign of 
physical weakness. He looked extremely 
well and did not require prompting at any 
turn of the proceedings. The house of lords, 
with its masses of crimson in the peers’ and 
peeresses’ robes and with the blaze of gold 
brocade and the quarterings of the court 
officials’ robes, was a splendid spectacle. 
The queen has seldom looked so handsome 
nor the king possessed an air of greater dis- 
tinction. 
Salisbury in Attendance. 

Both houses reassembled at 4 o'clock for a 
debate on the address, and in the lords there 
was a large attendance. Among the early 
arrivals was Lord Salisbury, who made his 
first appearance in Westminster since he 
dropped the mantle of premiership upon the 
shoulders of his nephew. The prince of 
Wales followed Lord Salisbury and the new 
archbishop of Canterbury Avas introduced 
and signed the roll as primafe of all England 


Liberal Fling at Cranborne. | 


The address was soon agreed to in the 
lords, and in the lower house the debate 
would have been dull enough but for a slash- 
ing attack on the government by Campbell- 
Bannerman. The liberal leader was particu- 
larly merry at the expense of Lord Cran- 
borne, whom he described as inheriting the 
habit of blazing indiscretion, and he went 
at great length into the Venezuelan and 
other foreign questions, putting a formidable 
string of interrogatories on those subjects 
to the prime minister. | 

He pointed out that there was no mention 
of Germany in the king’s speech, and gravely 
attributed the omission to a printer’s error.

BERLIN, Feb. 17.—Ernest von Wilden- 
bruch, Emperor William's favorite contem- 
porary poet, and sometimes for that reason 


called the court poet, has written an article 


on ‘‘ Germany and the Monroe Doctrine,’’ in 
which he says it is clearly in a line with 
Germany’s interest and policy to join with 
the United States in maintaining the doc- 
trine and’expresses the hope that the United 
States will extend its authority over all 
Latin America. “ This,’’ the poet says, 
‘may be the greatest struggle of the twen- 
tieth century. It will be a contest of the 
Germanic race against Latindom. Germany 
started the struggle against it in 1870, and 
America continued it in 1898. It is the in- 
evitable strife of the Germanic against the 
Latin races, which must continue until the 
Germanic race is supreme. In this struggle 
no German can be in doubt as to where his 
sympathies and active aid should go.”’ 


FLOODS SWEEP THROUGH TOWN 


Attempt to Break Ice Jam in the Vistula 
Fails—People Forced to Eat 
Raw Meat. 


VIENNA, Feb. 17.—The attempt to break 
up the ice jam on the Vistula near Szcuezin 
by dynamite has failed. The town of Szcue- 
zin is threatened with destruction. The peo- 
ple are suffering greatly. The) floods have 
compelled them to kill ‘their animals and 
devour the flesh raw, all their food, cooking 
utensils, and belongings having ‘been swept 
away by the floods, which extend for many 
miles. Further troops have been summoned 


to aid in succoring the villagers. 


A dispatch from Vienna Feb. 15 stated that 
the ice jam on the Vistula extended nine- 
teen miles in the district of Szcuezin, Galicia. 
The floes had formed a mighty dam a mile 
long. Ten vijlages had been already flooded, 
and detachments of pioneers were busily 
engaged in endeavoring to rescue the vil- 
lagers. It was feared that loss of life had

BERLIN, Feb. 17.—Herr Nardenkoetter, 
whose name in large black type has been a 
feature for years in the German press in 
connection with nostrums, has been sen- 
tenced in contumacy to three years’ im- 
prisonment and to pay a fine of $900, aftera 
trial which had been a fortnight’s sensation 
for Berlin. Nardenkoetter spent millions of 
marks in advertising, lived richly, and con- 
trived to defy the medical societies and public 
prosecutors for years, and now he has 
escaped imprisonment by going to England 
and forfeiting his bail. Nardenkoetter, on 
one occasion, it was alleged during the trial, 
being in a great hurry to satisfy some of his 
patients, simply filled their bottles with 
soapy water from a washbwl.

RUSSIA FORCES 


BALKAN CRISIS 


Reform Plans Drafted with 
Idea They Will-Be Reject- 
TAKE SIGNS TO MEAN WAR 


Sultan Is Disposed. to Anticipate 
the Inevitable, as He Has. 
a Good Army. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
LONDON, 17.—Noatwithstanding the 
pessimistic tone of the king's speech as re- 
gards the Balkan situation i¢. must not yet 
be said that war is inevitable. Certain grave 
complications have arisen which add to the 
interest in the crisis and make the outcome 
more btful than ever. A-correspondent is 
indebted to a diplomatist of the highest rank 
for a knowledge of these developments, 
which were disclosed as far as publicity per- 
mitted. The following is a brief summary: 
It was Russia’s desire to impose radical 
reforms in the government of Macedonia 
upon the sultan. A partial understanding 
cencerning joint actiog was reached between 
Russia and Austria-~-Hufigary, extending also 
to certain eventualjties in case Turkey re- 
sisted their demands. This understanding 
was entirely verbal, and recently difficulties 
haye arisen regarding it. These difficulties 
were so serious that they necessitated the 
abandonment, or @ substantial modification, 
of the original program. The sultan’s ac- 
ceptance of the proposed reforms was more 
than doubtful; in fact, it was necessary to 
afrange a future policy based upon the as- 
sumption that the porte would refuse the 
demands of the powers and resist their en- 
forcement. It was in .this connection that 
Russia and Austria-Hungary failed to reach 
a full agreement. _ 


Another unexpected difficulty arose with 
the king’ of Roumania, whom the late czar. 
once described as his only friend.in Eu- 
rope. He refused to consent to the passage 
of Russian troops through. his count®y. in 
certain eventualities, and intimated his in- 
tention to oppose their progress to the ex- 
tent of his ability if the program was at- 
tempted. This induced Russia to change her 
military plans, so as to provide for-ah attack 
from the south in case she decided upon inter- 
vention. 

These combined complications have .led to 
the preparation of a Nst of reforms for urg- 
ing upon the sultan of so mild a character 
that they cannot be expected to check the 
insurrectionary plans in Macedonia, even if 
the plan is accepted by the sultan. 

The attitude of the latter is described as 
being extremely recalcitrant. It is doubt- 
ful if he will recognize interference of ‘any 
nature. It is represented to be his belief that 
the crisis in his European possessions has 
now arrived and he feels better able to un- 
dertake the inevitable struggle now than at 
any future time. 

Turkey in Shape to Fight. 

The Turk has no money, but plenty of good 
fighting ‘material. He is able to feed. his 
troops and does not need to pay them. Heis 
amply -able to suppress any insurrection in 
Macedonia, and even control Bulgaria if the 
great powers do not interfere. . 

It remains to be seen how a failure to 
effect a full t with Austria-Hun- 
gary.and the hostile attitude of Roumania 
will affect Russia’s plans. The.natural in- 
ference is this will have a deterrent influ- 
ence, but after all it is by no means inibos- 
sible that the Turk will force,.the crisis. In 
the meantime the situation engrosses the 
attention’ of Buropean omacy. At no 
time since i878 has‘ the issue of peace or 
war hung so evenly in the balance. eR 

Reform Plan Submitted to Powers. 
[B¥ CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] : 

VIENNA, Feb. 17.—The Neue Freie Presse 
announces that the Austro-Russian note to- 
day was. submitted to-the: cabinets of Ber- 
lin, Paris, London, and Rome, and_ that it 
will be presented to the. porte on Feb. 19 
unless the powers require a revision of it, 
in which cage,its. presentation will be de- 
layed until Feb. 21. . 7 

The reform proposals are chiefly of an ad- 
ministrative and financial nature, such as 
the porte heretofore has promised but never 
executed. One new feature is the appoint- 
ment of a governor, not necessarily a Chris- 
tian, who shall haye authority to act with- 
out referring to the porte in every con- 
tingency. 

) _ Expect Plan to Be Opposed. — 

It is believed in diplomatic circles that the 
porte will oppose the appointment of such 
a governor, and it is seriously doubted 
whether the reforms will satisfy the Mace- 
donians. The.good faith of. the Bulgarian 
government in ordering the recent arrests of 
Macedonians is also questioned in view of 
the fact that the most prominent revolution- 
ists mahaged to escape. 

It is considered here that the British cabi- 
net, while approving autonomy for Macedo- 
nia, does not appear to place much faith in 
the efficacy of the Austrian-Russian pro- 
gram, but would support it with the sultan. 

The Bulgarian government in a circular 
announcing .the dissolution of the Macedo- 
nian committees and the arrest of members 
thereof. states that the government is well 
aware. that the measures it has taken will be 
extremely unpopular.

SEBASTOPOL, Feb. 17.—In view of pos- 
sible eventualities enormous stores of war 
material» have been accumulated here, and 
are being made ready for instant shipment. 
It is, taken for granted here that-in the 
event of war between Russia and Turkey 
becoming unavoidable the Russian black sea 
squadron will make a demonstration at the 
mouth of the Bosporus, while the Russian 
army is being landed at the 3ulgarian ports 
of Bourgas and Varna. The changed rela- 
tions between Russia an@ Roumania preclude 
the possibility of a Russian army being al- 
lowed to march through Roumania. Al- 
though nothing is admitted’ officialty, it is 
not: doubted that Russia was never better 
prepared for warlike operations on a great 
scale. Recent reports that four infantry di- 
visions and one cavalry division in ‘south 
and southwest Rusgia are already on a war 
footing are confirmed, and the unwonted ac- 
tivity at military centers continues.

Efforts Being Made to Secure 
Arbitration in Spite of Rad- 
icals’ Opposition. 


‘The trainmen employed on the lines of the 
Chicago City railway company have indorsed 
we general strike proposition by a heavy 
This was informally announced 


at noon yesterday, although both the 
officers and tellers were sworn to secrecy. 

The radicais among the men were over- 
joyedat the result. Many of the men want- 
ed the walkout te be ordered without further 
delay and their enthusiasm spread:to all 
and barns of the’system. 

Those who had hoped to stem the tide con- 
geded that the vote would be against them 
early yesterday morning, but asserted that 
they would change the tenor of events at the 
joint meetings of the executive boards of the 
unions concerned tonight. Last night they 
declared that this seemed to be an impossi- 
pility, but that they will work strenuously 
to accomplish it by the use of dilatory tac- 


Struggle to Come Tonight. 


These will consist in a -.emand that the 


jeint meeting first consi ler the constitution 
of the Motor. Amalz mated! Association 
of Street Railwa’ Emplovés. which prohib- 
its a strike until arbitration has been vof- 
fered. Then will come a request that the 
Chicago board of arbitration be accepted as 
the mediatcr. Should both of these plans 
fail an attempt will be made to have a new 
schedule of grievances containing all the 
points at issue drawn up and submitted to 
General Manager McCulloch before a strike 
ig declared. 4 

The meeting tonight promises to be the 
goene of a contest. The conservatives will 
make a fight to have the first of their prop- 
ositions accepted. They desire above all 
else to have the local men live up to their 
national constitution and give charge of the 
controversy into the hands of Organizer C. 
0. Pratt of Cleveland, O., who represents 
the national organization and is known to 
favor arbitration. 

Last Saturday night, when the strike vote 
was ordered, the local men took the contro- 
versy out of the hands of the national or- 
ganization. Now that the struggle is_ be- 
lieved to be at hand, the conservatives want 
that action rescinded so as to get the finan- 
cal support of the parent body. They will 
make this their chief point when urging that 
Organizer Pratt be placed in control and 
given power to draw up a new schedule of 
grievances. 


Can Call Strike for Tomorrow. 


The meeting tonight has full power to act. 
It can call a strike tomorrow if it wishes to. 
The vote finished yesterday was a technical- 
iy which gives the joint executive boards 
their authority. Last night they refused to 
discuss their probable action, although the 
sentiment for a strike, regardless of the na- 
tional organization or the conservative ele- 
ment, seemed to prevail. Those who favor 
this course base their case on the action of 
the men. ; 

The proposition was placed squarely before 
the men. The 2,300 members of the union 
visited the offices of the organization at 3856 
State street and there registered. They were

Gatherings could be seen on all 
the corners and many urged immediate ac- 
tion. 

“We want a strike whether we have the 
National organization and the other unions 
are with us or not,"’ exclaimed one of the 
ridicals and his sentiments were indorsed by 
many. 

There is a genera! fear that the other 
Unions may not favor a strike. The cable 
Splicérs are alrfady out, but the electricians, 
Wamsters, firemen, and engineers have. not 
voted on the question. President Albert 
Young of the coal teamsters and President 
G. V. Lighthal! of the engineers declared 
afainst a strike yesterday, but the street car 
men assert that these leaders cannot hole 
their men in check. The Chicago federation 
of labor has already ingorsed a strike, and 
the street car men believe its action wil! force 
the other unions into the fight. 

While the men were voting for the strike 
and rejoicing over the outcome the effort of 
General Manager McCulloch for arbitration 
Was being carried out. Henry B. Steele of 
the Steele- Wedeles company authorized John 
C. Driscoll of the associated teaming inter- 
ts to offer the services of the Chicago 
board of arbitration to the men. This was 
done, and a note was sent to Secretary Ralph 
Hahn of the union, who promised to bring 
the matter up at the joint meeting tonight.

company. 

She has written to her parents, now that 
she is out of her difficdlties, although pride 
forbade her to admit her plight to them when 
she was without food, because they opposed 
her golng on the Stage. They promise a wel- 


come’ home and will nurse ‘her* back’ to 


health and strength. It was this same pride 
that ‘brought |Miss Hambitzer to the point 
where she was without food and money. 
She had recovered her ‘spirits today at the 
prospect of returning home, and told of her 
battle with fate; in which shé had lost. 


Reached New York Last August. 

She came to|New York last August to com- 
plete her education in vocal and instrumental 
music. Coming from a family of artists, she 
had gained a’ local reputation as a pianist 
and singer after graduating from the Mil- 
waukee Conservatory of Music. She had 
studied music at Chicago, and there joined 
the Castle Square Opera company, and with 
it she came to New York to complete her 
education. Her assets consisted of a de- 
termination to succeed when she reached this 
eity. 

Like many others she found the field crowd- 
ed and was forced to join the chorus of the 
* Silver Slipper’’ to edrn money to live on. 
She pieced this out by playing for rehearsals 
and teaching when she could find a pupil. 
She took no part in the gay life that some 
of her acquaintances on the stage led, and 
had no men admirers. ; 

Is Ill for Three Weeks. 

Three weeks ago she was taken ill, and a 
week later an operation was performed. In 
two weeks her savings were exhausted and 
she owed the landlady $15 and the doctor 
and nurse $$ each. Rather than become 
further involved in debt she discharged the

a few cents left, she struggled out and we yy 


back to work. Weakened by hunger, ®re 
could not stand the strain, and the next 
morning she'was unable to rise. She feared 
she would die and wrote to John C. Fisher, 
proprietor of the company. Mr. Fisher is in 
Europe, but his assistant, Alexander A. Mc- 
Donald, at once went to her aid. 

Found Starving, 

In her room he found a crust of bread, all 
that was left of a loaf which had kept her 
alive for forty-eight hours. By the side of 
the crust were 15 cents, to be *“ used in an 
emergency,” she said, but at first she would 
not admit her hunger. | ; 

Mr. McDonald’s first. work was to buy 
enough food for five men. His second was to 
hurry back to the theater and start a sub- 
scription. rery member of the company 
gave something, and in less than half an 
hour $123.75 had been raised.

|| MAYOR GIVES HIS. 
TRACTION PLAN. 


Should Companies Fajl 
to Come to Time. 


DOUBTS RIGHT TO COERCE 


Sanit in Chancery to Annul Con- 
tracts Is Suggested by 
Ald. Foreman.. 


While the council committee on local trans- 
portation and the attorneys for the traction 
companies are in a deadlock, Mayor Harrison 
announces a program which he would have 
the city pursue in event no understanding is 
reached before the franchises expire. 

The mayor's plan is to force an early set- 
tlement of the status of the “ ninety-nine 
year act.” When this issue is cleared away 
by the courts, the mayor. says it will be 
possible for the city to shape its coursé with 


| better understanding. 


A number of policies that have been sug- 
gested for the city to pursue are regardeé by 
the mayor as “ illogical,”’ if not illegal. 


Mayor’s View of the Matter. 

In discussing the matter yesterday Mr. 
Harrison said: 

“If Aug. 1 comes with conditions in their 
present shape, the city must proceed at once 
to test the ninety-nine year act. This could 
easily be done by having the city refuse the 
companies the right to run a Gar, or by some 
similar act, and on the injunction suit which 
the companies would start the matter could 
be finally thrashed out. When the city had 
won the suit, as Iam confident it would, then 
Me way to municipal ownership would be 
clear. | 

“ As to the plan that the city grant a fran- 
chise to some independent company to use 
the tracks on which franchises will have ex- 
pired, that presupposes the companies would 
acquiese, which is hardly possible. But even 
should they do so, where is the new com- 
pany to get cars and power plants on short 


notice? | 
Doubts Power to Coerce. 


“ As to the proposition that the council can 
coerce the companies into resuming nego- 
tiations by demanding better service than 
is now given. the city woul 
into a position which would be illogical and, 
Iam atraid, wouid not stand in law. 

“The citr 
breath to the companies, ‘Here, you must 
give us berter service on these streets,’ and 
in another, ‘ You have no right torun cars 
over these streets.’ 

“The only way I see out of it, if nothing 
is done in the meanwhile, is for the city to 
test th» vaiidity of the ninety-nine year act, 
and when it has won that suit, as it will, 
the atmosphere w.li be cleared. Personally, 
however, I do not think the companies will 
go off and mope at tne or any other junc- 
ture.”’ 

_ Foreman Would File Suit. 

Ald. Foreman suggests that in case the 
traction companies do not seek further con- 
ferences with the city the corporation coun- 
sel be ordered to begin action in chancery to 
declare the contracts with the two companies 
void. While this suit is being tried he would 
have the city attack the companies from an- 
other quarter, and, by using its police power, 
endeavor to secure a reduction in the fare. 

The only thing which holds the aldermen 
back from attempting this action is fear that 
the stockholders in the underlying companies 
would carry the matter into the federal 
courts in an attempt to secure an injunction 
preventing the city from interfering with 
their “‘ vested rights.’’ It is a part of the 
city’s policy to keep the matter out of the 
federal courts, 

“There is no doubt,’ said Ald. Foreman, 
“but that the city can have these contracts 
declared void, because the companies have 
not lived up to their stipulations. They have 
not given the service required by their con- 
tracts, nor do they assert that they have. 

“The contracts would be declared void for 
this reason, and if I were corporation counsel 
such action would have been brought long 
ago. I will introduce an order for it as soon 
as it becomes evident that the companies will 
hold out. Just at present, however. we be- 
lieve that, like the sheep of Little Bo-Peep, 
they will come back. If they do not the city 
has plenty of ways of getting at them.”’ 


Traction Lawyers Lezve. 

The protective committee of the Union 
Traction company had a meeting during the 
afternoon and affirmed the position which 
its representatives took before the council 
committee on local transportation. After- 
wards Mr. Govin and Mr. Auerbach took the 
5:30 train for New York, with no plans as to 
when they would return. _. 

For the Chicago City railway, Col. Bliss 
said he did not care to worry about traction 
matters again until he ‘ had to.” 

Those members of the council transporta- 
tion committee who are on the finance com- 
mittee began the consideration of the an- 
nual appropriation bill, a task which will 
keep them in daily sessions for two weeks, 
at least. | 

It is not understood, however, that further 
negotiations have been permanently aban- 
doned, and it is generally conceded there will 
be further conferences before the franchises 
expire. Whether it will be before or after 
election, however, is a thing to be decided, 
the question asked by both aldermen and 
traction companies being whether a pro- 
longed discussion during a fpring campaign 
would not make such an acute political issue 
out of the matter as to seriously interfere 
with a settlement even after election. 

There were the usual rumors yebBterday 
that the Chicago City railway would resume 
negotiations on its own account, but noth- 
ing developed to indicate that this company 
had broken away from the Union Traction. 


CLASHES IN WAR OF TAILORS. 


Inspector Campbell Orders All of His 
Reserve Police on Duty—Man and 
| Wife Slugged. | 


Police protection will be furnished every 
tailoring shop in the city that is being pick- 
eted by the Special Order Clothing Makers. 
The constant importation of garment work- 
ers from New York and the east has again 
led to riotous scenes and forced the manu- 
facturers to take protectives measurés. 

Men and women are watching the shops 
where the members of the United Garment 
Workers are filling the vacancies. Assaults 
bave been of frequent occurance aud the 
manufacturers assert are growing in aum- 
ber. This is particularly true of the north 
side, and has led Inspector Campbell to order 
all of his reserve men on duty. 

It was reported that two garment workers, 
a man and his wife, were assaulted and 
bea in the morning by pickets of the rival 
order at Gault court and Hobbie street while 
on their way to the shop where they were 
emplayed. It was said that girl pickets gave 
the signal that called the assailants from a 
hiding place in an alley. This section of the 
city is densely populated, largely by Italians, 
and the injured man and his wife were hur- 
ried into a large tenement house before their 
names were learned. No report of this case 
was mad to the police. |

Members of Bench Talk of 


Senator Campbell’s Repu- 
diation of Them. , 


CAUSED BY CRITICISM. 


Wan Who ‘Introduced Measures 
Says the Jurists That Drew 
_ Them Fail to Aid. 


The announcement in Chicago yesterday 
afternoon that Senator Danie! Campbell, in 
Springfield, had repudiated the two judiciary 
bills and had secured, by a unanimous vote 
in the senate, the striking out of the enact- 

- ing clauses, aroused much interest among 
members of the bench here. 

_ One of the members of the committee of 
Cook county jurists, who are said to have 
drawn up the measures, admitted last even- 
ing that at least the bill providing that the 

name of a candidate for judge might be 
placed ‘on the official ballot more than once 
was their work. A suspicion that the other 
measures were sent to Springfield under 
cover of the first named bill is bred by the 

| story) told of its preparation. 
Th¢ “ballot bill’’ was drafted by Judge 
Philf Stein and followed, it is said, the text 
of a/ similar measure which passed the sen- 
gte jof the previous legislature. This draft 
was considered at a meeting of a number of 
judges a few weeks ago, and was approved 
by ali but one of them. The dissatisfied 
jurist wished to make some changes in the 
bill and took it away with him. Later, it is 
said, without again consulting the commit- 
tee, he sent the bill to Springfield. _ 

- Whether it was accompanied by the other 
— which provided for separate primaries 

or judgeship nominaticns, and gave the po- 
Nitical party central committees the right 
to nominate judges without submitting the 

‘nominations to the convention, members of 
the committee declared they do not know. 

“While I do not know positively from

Campbell’s Disavowal of the Bills, 

Senator Campbell's disavowa!l of the meas- 
ures which have aroused much unfavorable 
criticism since their purport was made pub- 
lic. came shortly after the opening of the 

_ senate session. He called up the two bills 
which he had introduced and asked that the 
enacting clause be stricken out of each. 
Then, in explanation of his motion, he said: 

**T desire to say that these bills were given 
to me by a committee of judges of Cook 
county, who claimed to represent all the 
judges. Not a particle of these billsis of my 

_ own preparation. What I have done with 
regard to the bills was at their request. Ex- 
cept for a personal request and vartous let- 
ters which I have received not one of them 
has seen fit to say a word in their favor. I 
feel that under the circumstances I am justi- 
fied in making this motion to strike out the 
enacting clause.’ 

The enacting clause was unanimously 
stricken out and similar action immediately 
followed with respect to the amendment to 
the Australian ballot law.

Senator Campbell, after stirring up keen 
curios®y as to the identity of the jurists, who 
he declared had got him into trouble and then 
deserted him, refused to tell their names. 


Long Denied by Certain Judges. 


Until the-action of the committee of judges 
in drafting the “ ballot law ” was admitted 
some members of the Circuit bench denied 
any knowledge of such a committee. 

Many of them, however, declared that the 
“ballot law ’’ was a good measure and that 
the provision for separate primaries for judi- 
cial eandidates tended to remove the judi- 
clary from. politics, and therefore ought to 
be passed. 

Judge Tuthill was the only one to saya 
word in favor of giving the central commi* 
tees the right to make the nominations, other 
than on the grounds of economy, and his ap- 
proval was qualified. 

“If, as we are told, the political machine 
controls the conventions, as well as the com- 
mittees, what is the difference whether the 
convention or the committee nominates?” 
asked Judge Tuthill. ‘ I know nothing, how- 
ever, of any committee having fathered any 
of the bills which were before the legislature, 
I was not invited to participate in any such 
meeting, if there was one held.”’ 


Nomination Clause Inserted Later. 

“TI never saw these bills until I received 
printed copies of them from the legislature, 
and then the provision relative to the cen- 
tral committees making the nomination was 
not in them,"’ said Judge Dunne. “ The pro- 
visions for separate primaries and for per- 
mitting the candidate to be the nominee of 
more than one party were good.” 

+ “T-could never favor any measure that 
would tend to make the judiciary partisan,”’ 
said Judge Horton. “I never saw these 
bills, and I know of no committee having 

_ @rafted them. No one of sense would want 
the bench placed on a partisan basis.” 

Judge Hanecy also denied any connection 
with the drafting of the bills, but declared 
that on the score of economy the right of 
the committees to make the nominations 
might be justified. He said that the cen- 
tral committees had in fact made judicial 
nominations for years, and that the bills 
would legalize what had become a custom. 

“I was never consulted about the bills,” 
said Judge Baker. ‘If any committee of 
judges ever acted upon them, I am certain 
that it was a regular committee represent- 
ing the bench. I think there could be no 
worse plan adopted than that of nomination 
by committees under present conditions for 
the elections next June." 


Political Leaders Puzzled. 
-- Both political party leaders are in a quan- 
dary over what action to take relative to the 
judicial primaries. Judge Hanecy has ae- 
clared that by calling them in connection 
with the city and aldermanic primaries they 
violate the constitution. He says that in 
au test of the law it could be shown that no 
eéunty committee has the right to call ju- 
dicial primaries in connection with any 
political election. Judge Tuley and other 
judges are said to be of similar opmion. 
Therefore the party leaders do not know 
what to do, and the loophole offered by the 
bills before the legislature now having been 
closed other plans must be determined upon.

term of four years, and as many assistant 
superintendents may be appointed as may be 
deemed necessary. The superintendent will 
have general supervision subject to the con- 
trol of the board. He will have power to 
suspend any teacher and the board can take 
such action upon the restoration or removal 
of such teacher as it may deem proper. All 
appointments and promotions must be made 
on the basis of merit. |

CLASH IN HOUSE

Congressman Littlefield Has 
Heated Debate with Sul- 
of New York. 


TELLER ANSWERS DEPEW 


Takes Exception to His Remarks 
in Discussion of Statehood 
in Senate. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.—[Special.]— 
Congressmen Littlefield and Sulzer aired 
their differences over the trust legislation 
at the opening of the session in the house 


in his speech on Saturday ‘had misrepre- 
sented him in various ways. 
He said Mr. Sulzer subsequently had cor- 
rected his remarks to make it appear that he

read a newspaper article inserted in Mr. Sul- 
zer’s remarks describing the alleged genesis 
of the Littlefield bill, and commented upon 
the statements made in the article, denying 
them seriatim. He declared, among other 
things, that the anti-trust bill had been pre- 
pared by himself and the other members of 
the subcommittee of the judiciary commit- 
tee after consultations with the attorney gen- 
eral. He also denied the reports of an al- 
leged conference between the president and 
himself, at which the president was repre- 
sented as displeased with the Littlefield bill. 


Sulzer Is Humorous. © 


Mr. Sulzer replied in a semi-humorous vein. 
Iie spoke of Mr. Littlefield’s speech, just 
made, as his “defense” for his failure to 
pass his anti-trust bill in fulfillment of his 
alleged promise to his constituents last sum- 
mer to “pass it, or know the reason why.’’ 
The issue raised by Mr. Littlefield, he de- 
nominated a ‘‘ mere quibble,’’ which demon: 
strated the gentleman’s inability to be “ fair, 
decent, or courteous.”’ 

“He is so puffed up with his own vanity,” 
said Mr. Sulzer, ‘* that he can see no good in 
anybody or anything except himself and his 
measures.

Are Agreed To. 


HOLLAND NAMES UMPIRE. 


Mixed Commission Meets in Cara- 
eas to Hear All Questions 
Properly Presented. 


Washington, D. C.,: Feb. 17.—-[Special.]— 
The protocol between the United States and 
Venezuela regarding the claims of the United 
States was signed today by Secretary Hay 
for the United States and Mr. -Bowen for 
Venezuela. The claims are to be heard at 
Caracas by one representative of the United 


States and one of Venezuela, while the um-- 


pire, who will have the final decision in the 
event of a disagreement, will be named by 
Queen Wilhelmina of Holland. 


It is expected that the ministers for foreign . 


affairs will be appointed as Venezuelan rep- 


resentative and that either Mr. Bowen or. 


Mr. Russell, the United States chargé, will 


be named to represent the United States, — 
Baron Gevers, the minister for the Nether- 
lands, called at the state department today 
and gave notice of the acceptance by Queen 
Wilhelmina of the task ithposed upon her, 
her consent having been previously sought 
by both parties to the arbitration. 


Terms of the Protocol. 


The articles of the protocol are as follows: 

** ARTICLE 1—All claims owned by citizens 
of the United States of America against the 
republic of Venezuela which have not been 
settled by diplomatic agreement or arbitra- 
tion between the two governments and which 
shall have been presented to the commission 
‘hereinafter named by the department of 
state of the United States or its legation at 
Caracas, shall be examined and decided by 
a mixed commission, which shall sit at Cara- 
cas, and which shall consist of two members, 
one of whom is to be appointed by the presi- 
dent of the United States and the other by 
the president of Venezuela. pa 
. “*It is agreed that an umpire may be named 


by the queen of the Netherlands. If either of 


said commissioners or the umpire should fail 
or cease to act his successor shall be ap- 
pointed forthwith in the same maner as his 
predecessor. Same commissioners and 


pire are to be appointed before the first day 


of May, 1903. 
| Will Meet in Caracas. 

‘‘The commissioners and the umpire shall 
meet in the city of Caracas June 1, 1903. The 
umpire shall preside over their delibera- 
tions and shall be competent to decide any 
question on which the commissioners dis- 
agree. Before assuming the functions of 
their offices the commissioners and the um- 
pire shall toke solemn oath carefully to ex- 
amine and impartially decide, according to 
justice and the provisions of this convention, 
all claims submitted to them, and such oaths 
shall be entered on the record of their pro- 


ceedings. The commissioners, or in case of |, 


their disagreement the umpire, shall decide 
all claims upon a basis of absolute equity, 


without regard of objections of a technical 


nature or of the provisions of local legisla- 
tion. 

“The decisions of the commission, and in 
the event of their disagreement those of the 
umpire, shall be final and conclusive. They 
shall be in writing. 

‘“ Awards shall be made payable in United 
States gold or its equivalent in silver. , 

Must Hear All Proper Claims. 

‘‘ ARTICLE 2. The commissioners or um- 
pire, as the case may be, shall investigate 
and decide said claims upon such evidence or 
information only as shall be furnished by or 
on behalf of the respective .goverzments. 
They shall be bound to receive and consider 
all written documents or statememts which 
may be presented to them by or on behalf of 
the respective governments in support of or 
in answer to any claim and to hear oral or 
written arguments made by the agent of 
each government on every claim. In case 
of their failure to agree in opinion upon 
any individual claim, the umpire shall decide. 

“ Every claim shall be formally presented 
to the commissioners within thirty days from 
the date of their first meeting, unless the 
commissioners or the umpiré in any case 
extend the period for presenting the claim 
not exceeding three months longer. The 
commissioners shall be bound to examine and 
decide upon every claim hin six months 
from the day of its first formal presenta- 
tion, and in case of their disagreement the 
umpire shall examine and decide within a 
corresponding period from the date of such 
disagreement. 

Records to Be Kept. 


* ARTICLE 3. The commissioners and the 
umpire shall keep an aecurate record of their 
proceedings for that purpose, each commis- 
sioner shall appoint a secretary versed in the 
language of both countries, to assist him 
in the transaction of the business of the com- 
mission. Except as herein stipulated all 
questions of procedure shall be left to the de- 
termination of the’commissioners, or in case 
of their disagreement, to the umpire. 


Pay for Arbitrators. 
“ARTICLE 4. Reasonable compensation to 
the commissioners and to the umpire for 
their services and expenses and the other 
expenses of pare arbitration are to be paid 
in equal moieties by the contracting parties. 


Revenues to Be Set Apart. 


“ ARTICLE 5. In order to pay the total 
amount of the claims to be adjudicated as 
aforesaid and other claims of citizens or sub- 
jects of. other nations, the government of 
Venezuela _ shall set apart for this purpose 
and alienate to no other purpose, beginning 
with the month of March, 1903. 20 per cent in 
monthly payments of the customs revenues 
of La Guayra and Puerto Cabello, and the 
payments thus set aside shall be divided ani 
disiributed in conformity with the decision 
of Hague tribunal. 

‘In case of the failure to ca 
above agreement Belgian officials. shail be 
placed in charge of the customs of the two 
ports and shall administer them until the 
liabilities of the Venezuelan government in 
respect of the above claims shall have been 
discharged. The reference of the question 
above stated to The Hague tribunal will be 
subject of a separate protocol. 

“‘ ARTICLE 6. All existing and unsatisfied 
awards in favor of the United States shall 
be promptly paid according to the terms of 
the respective awards.

Hart, the municipal league candidate, as the 
minority representative on the board of mag- 
istrates. | 

The republicans elect every member of the 
councils except one.

Mr. Harlan’s second “* noonday meeting ” 
will .be held in McVicker's tomorrow at 12 
o'clock sharp, and will be under the auspices 
of the ‘‘ Strap Hangers.”’ 

William A. Vincent introduced the candi- 
date, who, in his talk, made a sharp attack 
on William Lorimer. He also read a poem, 
a parody on John Kendrick Bangs’ “ Will- 
iam the Only,” which likewise was aimed 
at the congressman-elect and caused a 
hearty laugh.

The Harrison-Quinn-Palmer combination 
has scored heavily against Robert E. Burke 
in the first’ round in their fight for demo- 
cratic supremacy in the Twenty-first ward. 
The contest before the board of election 
commissioners as to whose list of judges 
and clerks should be accepted was decided 
yesterday in favor of the one prepared by 
City Sealer Quinn and.recommended by the 
county executive committee. The decision, 
however, was not unanimous, Commissioner 
Hebel dissenting. Commissioners Malley 
and Judge ruled .that the board could 
not safely ‘set aside the recommendations 
of the managing committee of the party 
simply to please one or two committeemen, 
while Mr. Hebel took the ground that this 
was an unusuai case and justly demanded 
some departure from established custom. 
The evidence, he contended, showed clearly 
that the only reason for rejecting the list 
of the regular ward committeemen—Burke 
and Thomas Enderlein—was their opposi- 
tion to Mr. Harrison and the machine. 

Mr. Burke said that he had not expected 
any different result, but wanted to keep the 
record clear. He declared also that his de- 
feat would not make any difference to him 
and his followers;.that they would go ahead 
just the same and carry the primaries. Mr. 
Quinn said that it meant the end of Burke's 
control in the ward. Without the judges 
and clerks to help him Quinn said that the 
former boss stood no show of carrying the 
primaries.

FURTHER INFORMATION NEEDED. 

Yesterday the state senate struck out the 
enacting clause of the bill to take from 
party conventions the power to nominate the 
. Cook county judges to be elected next June 
and to give it to party executive committees. 
It also struck out the enacting clause of the 
bill to alow the names of judicial candidates 
to be printed in more than one place on the 
official ballot. The bills were killed at the 
request of Senator Campbell, who intro- 
duced them. He explained that the two 
bills which have been condemned so unspar- 
ingly were handed him by a conimittee of 
Cook county judges claiming to represent all 
the judges, but as no judge had said a word 
in public in favor of the measures since 
they were introduced, thus leaving to him 
the task of defending them against sharp 
attack, he felt that he was justified in ask- 
- ing that they be killed. | 

While Senator Campbell was told that all 
the judges favored the bills introduced by 
him, he must have been misinformed. It 
cannot be that all the judges prefer to sub- 
mit their claims to an executive committee 
rather than to a larger and more popular 
tribunal. It cannot be that all the judges 
are in favor of special legislation for their 
peculiar benefit. : Nobody will believe that 
until all the judges say so, Possibly there 
are some men on the bench who thought 
‘their chances of reflection would be im- 
proved if the bills introduced by Senator 
Campbell] were passed. There certainly are 
men on the bench whose records are so good 
that renomination is inevitable. 

Senator Campbell declined to give the 
names of the committee of the judges. Per- 
haps the members of the committee will 
satisfy public curiosity as to who they are 
and what their reasons were for saying 
that all their colleagues favored the legis- 
lation which was slaughtered yesterday. 


DIPLOMAT M’CULLOCH. 

Seeing an engineer hoisted by his own 
petard would not have seemed to Hamlet 
. to be so funny a thing if he could have seen 
a trade union knocked silly by a demand 
for arbitration. Arbitration is what the 
organized employés of the Chicago City 


railway company, like the organized em- | 


ployés of all other companies, have been in 
the habit of regarding as labor’s own weap- 
on. Now comes Manager McCulloch, that 
astute and covertly jocular man, and, hold- 
ing arbitration to the forehead of the street 
car men’s union, obliges it to hold up its 
hands. 

The south side street car men have no 
grievances about hours and wages. They 
don’t profess to have any. Their only com- 
plaint is that Mr. McCulloch has treated 
certain individuals unfairly. They there- 

fore suspect Mr. McCulloch of intending 
to break up their union. An individual 
called Daly is the backbone of contention. 
Mr. McCulloch offered to submit Daly to 
arbitration. The men were not satisfied. 
They went on to take their strike vote. Then 
Mr. McCulloch wrote to the Chicago board 
of arbitration and asked it to settle the whole 
difficulty. By this one stroke Mr. McCulloch 
stormed and captured public sentiment and 
gagged and bound his employés. And what 
is there to arbitrate? Nothing except a few 
cases of alleged injustice in dealing with 
individual members of the union. If Mr. 
McOulloch loses his case before the board of 
arbitration he doesn’t lose much. There is 
nothing like offering to arbitrate—and offer 
ing at the right time. é 

The south side local of the National Amal- 
gamated Association of Street Railway Em- 
ployés will find that its own rules will 
make it difficult for it to treat an offer of 
arbitration with anything but the deepest 
respect. Tue Trisune would like to bring 
those rules to the particular attention of 
people who are always taiking about the 
irresponsible way in which strikes are or- 
dered. In the street car men’s union the 
process of going on strike must involve these 
steps: The local votes a strike; the news is 
sent to the national president or to his agent; 
the national president or his agent passes on 
the proposition and then hands it over to the 
aational executive board; the nationa] execu- 
tive board passes on it and then—here is the 
point to be especially noted—offers arbitra- 
tion; this offer being rejected, the strike 
therefore, Mr. McCulloch had not 
offered arbitration, the offer would have 
come finally from the men themselves. 
‘What the men seem to have expected was 
that Mr. McCulloch would say that arbitre- 
tion was impossible. This expectation is 
now taken away from them. Mr. McCul- 
loch, being what Mr. Kipling would call 
“a downy bird,” is ready to submit all the 
present. inconsequential squabbles to the 
Chicago board of arbitration. That seven 
employers and seven employés from the 
teaming interests should settle a street car 


a logical and symmetrical arrangement, but 
it is an effective one. Let it be made use of. 


the Special Order Clothing Makers’ union, 
| proves obstinate and Chicago sees two 
unions at the same time refusing arbitration, 
the effect on public sentiment will be bad. 


(HE NINETY-NINE YEAR LAW. 
The attorney for the south side traction 
company says with pained surprise: “ We 
were given an ultimatum.” It is, indeed, a 
novelty for. aldermen to give ‘an ulti- 
matum to a street railroad company, but 
the people will not.be affected unpleasantly, 
In the past the traction companies have 
been liberal their ultimatums. It is 


once do something in that line. 

The firm stapd of the committee on local 
transportation has temporarily put a stop 
to conferences. After the traction com- 
panies have recovered from the shock they 
have received they will seek to renew 
negotiations. It is about as desirable for 
them as it is for the city that there shall bea 
final settlement of a controversy whose con- 
binuance injures both. 


The traction companies have some ad- 
vantages. They are in possession, and to be 


in possession always counts for a great 
deal. They cannot suddenly and peremp- 
torily be put ot: The service they’give is 
bad, but the people would not tolerate sus- 
pension of the service, bad as it is. The 
companies have the ninety-nine year law, 
which enables them to go itito the courts 
and make a fight there for some years. The 
city has advantages on ite side. Assuming 
the law to be valid it applies to a few streets. 
There are many important streets the right 
to use which unquestionably will soon ex- 
pire. There ig Wabash avenue, for in- 
stance. The south side company would dis- 
like to give it up. The right to use Adanis 
street, which the Union Traction company 
got when it acquired control of the Chicago 


Passenger railway, will expire soon. The 


council can dictate terms when an extension 

of privileges is asked for. The Union Trac- 

tion company has the tunnel question to 

plague it.. If that company, which pays no 

dividends, cannot make an arrangement 

with the city its financial situation never 


} will improve. | 


The point on which the conferees dis- 
agreed was the ninety-nine year law. The 
council committee contended that its value 
should be ascertained now and al! rights 
under it surrendered. The representatives 
of the traction companies insisted that the 
question of valud should be left undeter- 
mined for ten or twenty years, the validity 
of the law to be settled in the meantime by a 
“ friendly suit.” If the law were to be sus- 
tained the arbitrated value of privileges run- 
ning for nearly forty years from 1923 might 
be so great that municipal ownership would 
be altogether impossible and no capitalists 
might be willing to buy out the present ‘n- 
cumbents, who would remain in possessiol. 
There is another contingency to be kept in 
mind. The Supreme court of the United 
States, like other Sypreme courts, is dis- 
inclined to decide “friendly suits.” It 
might and probably would refuse to oblige 
friendly litigants. In that event twenty 
years hence the question of the validity of 
the nimety-nine| year law would be unde- 
termined and there woukd be a renewal of 
the present strife. There can be no final 
settlement of the traction question while 
that law has any life. | 

After the traction companies:have got over 
their bewilderment at haying an ultimatum 
presented to them they will be better able 
to appreciate the reasonableness of the city’s 
position. They consider the ninety-nine 
year law a valuable asset. Let them put 
a valuation on it now. The city will put 
a valuation on assets it has which the com- 
panies wish to get. Then it will not be so 
difficult to reach a conclusion. 

As it is too soon to give up hope of a 
friendly settlement of disputed questions 
it is inexpedient to talk about retaliatory 
action by the council—ordinances to parallel 
the tracks of the companies or to reduce tneir 
fares. There ig abundant time in which to 
consider what shall be done if the companies 
remain unreasonable. | 

The reception given by the trades union- 
ists of Chicago to President Mitchell and 
Messrs. Darrow and Lloyd was no insig- 
nificant, chilly affair. It wasa great gather- 
ing of men eager to show their regard for 
the president of a huge labor organization 
who managed its affairs successfully during 
a protracted struggle, and for two Chicago- 
ans who pleaded with signal ability the 
cause of that organization before the strike 
commission.

Inasmuch as Sir Henry and Lady Tich- 
borne are coming over here with the object 
of an extensive stay in the Rockies, and 
also up in Canada in search of sport, it may 
be timely to call attention to that curiou:

which is still maintained at Tichborne park, 
and which dates from the reign of King 
Henry VIII. 

It is on record that the Lady Mabella, wife 


of the Sir Roger Tichborne of those days. 


on her deathbed begged her husband to 
grant her the produce of a certain amount 
of the acreage of the estate to be distributed 
annually in her name to the poor of the 
neighborhood on the feast of the Annuncia- 
tion of the Blessed Virgin. To this her hus- 
band agreed, provided she would crawl on 
her kneeg around the allotted portion while 
a certain billet of wood was burning. 

To his evident chagrin and surprise the 
lady succeeded in yetthonay goodly portion 
of the park in the time. e retired to bed 
and to her death, but not before deciaring 
that her curse should descend on the house 
and the family should the dole ever be for- 
gotten. The building itself wag to fall, and 
the family was to become extinct through 
the failure of heirs: 

In the early part of the last century the 
dole was stopped, and thereupon a part of 
the building fell in, and afterwards it may 
be remembered that all the trouble about the 


‘succession took place, one of the features 


thereof being the celebrated Tichborne case, 
which cost such colossal sums of money. 

The present Lady Tichborne, determined 
to avert any more misfortunes of the same 
kind, has revived the dole, which is distrib- 
uted every year on the feast of the Annun- 
ciation, and which takes the shape of huge 
bags of flour, which are distributed by Sir 
Henry and Lady Tichborne, or in their name, 
to all the tenants of the estate. The Tich- 
borne family has been established at Tich- 
borne park since 200 years before the Nor- 
man conquest, and therefore may justly be 
regarded as one of the oldest houses in 
England. |

Papa Lamsdorff,’’ was selected as chief 
mentor and governor of Prince Nicholas, 
then aboy. The general knew nothing about 
educating scions of royalty, but made up 
his mind that the best way would be to 
apply to his imperial pupil the discipline 
which he had been accustomed to apply to 
the troops under his command. Accord- 
ingly he used to flog the young grandduke 
on the slightest provocation and in the most 
inhuman fashion with rulers, canes, birches, 


any concealment of his severity, but in- 
scribed each punishment inflicted in tne 
daily reports which he drew up, and which 
are still preserved in the imperial archives. 

In 1817, on the occasion of the marriage 
of Grandduke Nicholas to Princess Char- 
lotte of Prussia, the sister of old Emperor 
William of Germany, he was created a 
count by Czar Alexander I. at the nequest 
of the dowager czarina. But it was not 
with the approval of Nicholas. For the lat- 
ter nevér forgot or forgave “‘ Papa ’’’ Lams- 
dorff, and on one occasion, when discussing 
his youth with Count Kisseleff, remarked 
concerning Lamsdorff: ‘‘ God almighty will 
be his judge for the execrable education 
which he gave me.” 

It is greatly to the crediq of Nicholas, 
however, that he did not allow his resent- 
ment against the old general to prevent him 
from being kind to the latter’s sons, and 
from that time forth the Lamsdorffs always 
have been trusted and favored by members 
of the entourage of the reigning family at 
St. Petersburg. |

been the confidant of no less than three 


successive emperors—namely: Alexander IIL., 


Alexander III., and the present czar, and 
no one possesses a more profound knowl- 
edge of the traditional policy of the reign- 
ing house of Romanoff than Count Wladimir

_ Emperor William’s decision to build a pal- 
ace for himself at Posen, the capital of 
Prussian Poland, with the object of in- 
creasing his hold upon the loyalty of his 
Polish subjects, serves to call attention to 
the fact that he possesses already no less 
than fifty-three residences. Three of these 
are at Berlin—namely: the royal Schloss 
or palace, the Bellevue palace, and the 
Montbijou palace, while there is the Char- 
lottenburg palace in the suburbs. At Pots- 
dam and in the vicinity he has thirteen, in- 
cluding the Stadtschloss, the Neues palais, 
Sans-Souci, the Marble palace, Babelsberg, 
the Orangery, the Belvedere palace, etc. 
Besides these he has palaces at Cassel, Wies- 
baden, Homburg, Stettin, Hanover, Kiénigs- 
berg; indeed, in nearly every big city of his 
dominions, their maintenance making a 
great hole in his annual civil list. 

Although the new born son of the prince 
and princess of Wales has received the name 
of George at his christening, yet I hear 
that he is to be called Charles after his god- 
father and uncle, the universally popular 
Prince Charles of Denmark, son-in-law of 
King Edward. This practice of calling 
scions of royalty by other names than the 
one which they receive as the principal one 
at their baptism is quite common among the 
reigning houses of Europe. Thus the prince 
of Wales’ eldest boy, although officially 
known as Prince Edward, is always called 
David, while his little sister, although 
christened Victoria, answers to the name 
of Mary.

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SWEDEN'S FAMINE | 


HARD TO REACH. 


Supplies Are Waiting, but No 
Means of Carrying Them 
to Mountain Homes. 


ROADS NOT TO BE FOUND. 


‘Tribune ” Correspondent Visits 
_ Buried Huts in Far 
Northern Valleys.

BOPPERO, Sweden, Jan. 25.—Soppero 
township. holding its extreme position in the 

land of Sweden and hedged about by 

the bluffs and the broken mounatin 

from the valley of the Lainio river, 

has been held to be impregnable in the win- 

tee months except by skis, reindeer, and 

determination. But the famine found 

ite way here easily and early turned these 

obstacles to its aid in inflicting the 
extreme of want and suffering. 

Nine out of every ten families in this dis- 
trict are in pressing need, and seven out of 
ten are but one degree removed from fatal 
garvation. This little village, which lends 
its name to the township, presents a cluster 
of huts, snow buried and wind swept, cover- 
ing families whose wasted faces and de- 
spairing words show the worst of the fam- 
ine’s work. 

Tut TRIBUNE expedition made its way here 
only by abandoning sleighs at intervals, tak- 
ing to skis to get over the reaches of snow, 
and at intervals Securing ‘‘lifts’’ from 
lapps with their reindeer and canoelike 
sleds. ¥° were aided in great part by drop- 

down to the rough, snow hillocked sur- 
face of the Lainio river when we left the 
village of that name. 


Absolute Lack of Roads. 


In Soppero the absolute lack of even make- 
gnift roads has been the abettor of the fam- 
ine. The broken way, buried in the snow, to 
Vittangi village, even if the many obstacles 
ean be overcome by sledges and reindeer, is 
twenty-seven miles, and it is fifty-three 
miles farther from that bunch of huts to 
thé railway platform at Kurina, which is the 
relief station of this section of the north- 
land. If the trip is attempted by way of 
Jukkasjirvi by the starving Soppero peas- 


ants there are increased hardships to be en- | 


eountered, and the distance is more than 
forty English miles. 

In desperation a number of these small 
farmers and hunters have tried to circum- 
yent these obstacles of broken, wooded 
paths and hardship by following the surfaces 
of the Lainio, Tarendo, and Kalix rivers 
and making the long trip of 111 English miles 
to get a small portion of the relief food lying 
at the supply station of the railway terminal 
at Mojarv, down near the northern coast of 
the gulf of Bothnia. 

Poverty and scantiness have been the por- 
tion of this township, even at the best. 
Wood cutting and fishing and hunting have 
been the chief Tesources of its people; the 
backward crops taken out of the small plats 
of rudely cultivated land, when the brief 
summers are favorable, have been merely 
sufficient to contribute scantily to family 
tables. The lower ‘lands along the river 
fringes have yielded sufficient natural hay 
for the support of a few head of the hardy, 
ugly looking cattle which are able to with- 
stand the rigors of the northland climate. 
Cow and goat milk have been the chief arti- 
cles of the family diet. . 

In the woods, cutting has yielded wages so 
low, even in good years, that two men using 
ene horse, have been able to earn between 
them but 3 to 5 kroners (not over $1.35) a 
week. Even human ingenuity, sharpened 
by continued privation and lack of plenty, 
has found no way to make this wage leavea 
surplus of afew pennies in family treasuries 
‘in good years. 

Families Herded in Huts. 

Deprived of this little the people have been 
leftina pitiable condition. Homes that were 
barren of comfort have gone down under 
debts contracted in the late summer, when 
the famine was just making its grip feit. 
Back in the woods there are many large fam- 
ilies herded in huts that are mere piles of sod 
stacked up against the sheltering side of a 
hill. 


Tn one black hut of this kind, piled high 
with snow, we found the family of Abram 
Sipori. Under this shelter of peat lived the 
husband, wife, and nine children. It was 


possible to enter only by lying flat and wrig- 


gling through the little arch that answered 
for a doorway. 

Yet Sipori for some years had lived in com- 
parative comfort. He had owned four cows, 
had gathered hay enough for the support of 
the animals, and the milk had been the chief 
source of family livelihood. A couple of 
sheep had yielded a bit of woo! for the old 
spinning wheel. Three goats had added to 
thesupply of milk. By laboring in the woods, 
when opportunity offered, and by fishing 
through the season when the Lainio river 
gave up its fish a few kroner had been found 
to buy the family’s small necessities. 

The oldest of Sipori’s children is a boy of 17 
years. He and the father would be working 
in the woods now had not paralysis struck 
this single industry here, as in innumerable 
Other northland villages, and the ice and 
floods of the summer and early winter killed 
the hunting and fishing.

horses. What the family lives on is a mys-. 
tery—anything given by starving neighbors, 
anything that can be found in the woods and

Poverty in Widow’s Home. 

In a wooden heuse, decrepit, and leaning as 
if yielding slowly to the winds and the show- 
ers of snow, lives Mrs. Johan Holmas Bnkor, 
Whose husband died three months ago. In 
the effort to tide over the dearth wrought 
by the famine when its want came with the

London Spectator Indulges in 
' Critical Analysis of Mon- 
-arch’s Character. 


SAYS HE IS NOT PROFOUND 


Credits Him with Versatility, but 
a Superficial Knowl- 
edge of Affairs, 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Feb. 9.—A recent editorial in 
the Spectator on the individuality of the 
German emperor has been considerably com- 
mented upon by Americans and others who 
have read it. The article takes as the basis 
fér its sketch of the emperor a statement in 
one of the speeches of Count von Biilow in 
which the German chancellor said ‘the 
great feature’’ of the emperor's character 
is ‘‘ his freedom from all prejudice.’’ 


that the emperor will not be offended by 
what may be said honestly about him, con- 
tinues;: 

Brain Power Not Intellect. 


“ The kaiser, we tak? it, is not aman of any 
exceptional intellectual gifts. He is, of 
course, by no means devoid of brain power; 
but the type to which he belongs is that of 
the versatile and quick witted than that 
of the clear and profound intelligences. He 
is a clever man, no doubt, and possesses im- 
mense mental energy; but his mind is apt to 
move along the surface of things and to find 
pleasure in detail rather than in essentials. 
His is not the mind which takes a firm grasp 
of one or two great principles and follows 
them to the end. His mind is packed with 
samples of almost everything that is to be 
known, but his store is soon exhausted. 

“In fact, the emperor is intellectually like 
a successful newspaper. He can always sur- 
prise the world by being able to produce a 
fairly sensible opinion upon almost any con- 
ceivable subject, and, what is more, can 
always show a considerable amount of expert 
knowledge thereon. Again, like the ideal 
journalist, he is without prejudices. New 
things and new ideas do not [frighten him, or 
arnoy him, or even perplex him, but attract 
h’'m. His.mind is adapiavle to the last de- 
gree, and there is nothing approaching that 

‘petrification of the spirit which too often 
clings to the men of the older civilizations. 

** But though this versatiie, eager, active, 
stimulating spirit has many 59024 sides, it is 
often joined with a want of judgment both 
as regards menand things. .The slow men do 
not always judge rightly, or the quick men 
always wrongly; but with exceptional! quick- 
ness and versatility too often gues a want of 
appreciation of the essential conditions of a 
problem. The miniis too fuil of ideas or tuo 

easily mov'd by the rapidly shifting pageant 

of events, is too a ferment of eajrer 

interest, to receive those deep?r impressions 
on which the mind acts or by which it is 1e- 
strained instia:tiveiy. This seems to De 
exactly the vase with the German euperor. 


Little Strength of Judgment. 

** He is one of the quick men who have but 
little real strength of judgment. Take as an 
example the telegram to President Kruger. 
The emperor prides himself on his knowledge 
of England and Englishmen, and on the 
sympathy of comprehension which he pos- 
pesses in regard to us aS a people; and a casual 
observer might say that by his visits here 
and his study of England he had learned all 
that was to be known about England. But 
in truth the impression made has been. only 
passing and superficial. Had it been deeper 
it would have taught him, what he only 
realized too late, that the telegram would be 
resented with the whole force of the English 
character, and by those who disapproved of 
the raid quite as much as by those who were 
inclined to condone it. The Kaiser had com- 
pletely misjudged us. It is the same in 


regard to America. 


Has Misjudged America. 

* One is often astonished by indications of 
how much the German emperor seems to 
know about America and the American tem- 
perament, and yet when it comes to the 
moment for action he shows that he has 
utterly failed to understand the people with 
whom he is dealing. His understanding is 
seen to be superficial, his misunderstanding 
fundamental. No one who really understood 
the Americans could have thought that any- 
thing was to be gained by the way in which 
the German embassy at Washington at- 
tempted to influence public opinion; by the 
visit of Prince Henry; by the christening of 
a yacht. by Miss Roosevelt; or by the gift of 
the statue of Frederick the Great. Want of 
judgment was shown in every step of the 
kaiser’s spirited but unsuccessful attempt 
to capture the American people. | 


Under Two Strong Influences. 

‘*‘ But though versatility is the keynote of 
the kaiser’s nature, it will not altogether ac- 
count for his individuality as we see it today. 
To understand his mental position we must 
remember two potent influences that have 
affected and are affecting him. The first 
of these is his patriotism. Without any 
question, there is no German more, we had 
almost said so, devoted to his country, and 
more anxious to serve her according to his 
lights, than is the emperor. What was said 
of the duke of Wellington we may truly say 
of him: ‘ That man would serve his country 
with a pickax and a spade if he could serve 
her in no . ther way.” But when the kaiser 
was young and mest impressionable he 
came under the influence of the new state 
Machiavelism of Prince Bismarck. While 
he learned that it was_his prime duty to serve 
his country, he unfortunately learned also 


rules of conduct did not apply, and that 
great statesmen must in great affairs prac- 
tice the statecraft which the subtle Italian 
laid down some 400 years ago. 


Learns Policies from Bismarck. 

‘*The emperor may have taken his love of 
Germany from his father, the Emperor Fred- 
erick, but he learned his principles of state 
policy in the dangerous school of Bismarck. 
And he learned his lesson in that school with 
a thoroughness and tenacity not otherwise 
discernible in his character. Hence we find 
in the German emperor a most curious and 
unique combination. The quick, versatile, 
irresponsible character, wanting in depth and 
judgment, is in him shot through with Bis- 
marckian statecraft—a quality which should 
go by right with a type of mind different 
from that which we should naturally asso- 
ciate with the emperor. 

‘The policy and cunning of the Bismarck- 
fan school are incongruously ingrafted on 
the eager, mercurial qualities which are in 
essentials their opposites. Theresult cannot 
but be perplexing and anomalous. And yet 
from the point of view of other nations the 
mixture is a dangerous one. It is almost im- 
possible to believe that the Kaiser is contin- 
uing, and even developing, Bismarck’s prin- 
ciples of statecraft, and yet such is the case. 
The inability to believe that this is so has 
misled half the statesmen of Europe. As 
soon as they begin to count upon the em- 
peror’s apparent character producing its 
natural results, they find themselves in con- 
tact with a pupil of Prince Bismarck. 


Is Deceived in Himself. 


- * But if the foreign statesmen are deceived, 
so is the emperor himself. He may fancy that 
he has inherited and improved on the Bis- 
marck tradition, and that in his freedom from 
all diplomatic and political prejudice he is 
doing greater work for Germany than even 
the great Pomeranian squire, but in reality 
the emperor's statecraft, undenfably clever 
as it is, lacks the concentration and the in- 
tensity of purpose which marked that of his 
master. To begin with, Prince Bismarck 
would never have brought the problems of 
the navy, of the colonies, of Chinese ex- 
pansion, of the Asia Minor policy, and of the 
policy of fighting the socialists as the enemies 
of the state to boiling point all at once. 

‘‘ The emperor's versatility has infected his 
statecraft, and has made it noisy and mer- 
curial where it should be silent, slow, and 
strong. One more side of the emperor's char- 
acter must be noticed. We cannot profess to

that in serving one’s country the ordinary - 


admire his taste either in music, letters, 
sculpture, painting, or architecture, for it 
seems to us that his ideas always lack dis- 
tinction in these regions, and are rather those 
of the energetic and bustling bourgeoise than | } 
of an intellectual aristocrat. We must, how- 
ever, fully admit his gifts of eloquence. He 
is a real orator, and if his rhetoric some- 
times lacks polish it never fails in vigor 
and ‘ go,’ which are, after all, the prime con- 
siderations in such matters. Again, the 
Kaiser’s ‘ persona] magnetism ’ is undoubted- 
ly great. Itis, no doubt, comparatively easy 
for kings to enchant, but the spells woven 
by the kaiser are potent beyond those of 


ordinary monarchs. 


Duty of English to Watch Him. 

“We have written frankly about the em- 
peror, but it is, of course, possible that 
events may show that we are mistaken in our 
estimate and prove him in reality the strong, 
silent man of long and deeply considered 
views instead of the exponent of a mercurial 
Machiavelism. But, whichever he is, the 
duty of English statesmen remains the same 
—that is, to watch his designs and to indorse 
none of them unless they clearly and directly 
contribute to the interests of this country. 

“In our belief the emperor is most danger- 
ous to us if his character is such as we have 
described, for it is most likely to be misun- 
derstood. Our rulers would understand the 
slow, silent man’s policy far better than the 
other. Englishmen are always inclined to 
think lightly of the versatile temperament, 
but if they do so in the case of the German 
emperor they may find themselves, almost 
before they know it, up to the neck in the 
morass of Bismarckian statecraft."’

Public Reparation May Be Demanded 
by Church for Assault on a 
Priest. 


Ald. Stanley Kunz.must publicly apologize 
for his attack on the Rev. Father Krus- 
zynski, church officials say, before he again 
can be in good standing in the Roman Cath- 
olic church. It is declared, too, that Kunz, 

who is a Roman Catholic, now stande practi- 

cally excommunicated, for, under the laws 
of the church, one who publicly slanders, or 
holds in contempt, or who assaults a priest 
cannot receive absolution except through 
the bishop of the diocege. | | 

“I do not think it likely that Mr. Kunz 
will make a public apology,’’ said Father 
Kruszynski last evening. ‘I have been told 
by several people that he publicly stated 
after the assault that unless I apologized to 
him within three days for having said I was 
in favor of Mr. Jozwiakowski for alderman 
he will drive me out of.the parish.

United States Authorities to 
Check Get Rich Quick 
Schemes. 


ANOTHER PLACE RAIDED. 


Postoffice Informed of Numerous 
False Statements Sent 
by the Mails. 


“Get rich quicks” and other concerns, 
which have been the subject of police raids 
recently, are to be called to the attention of 
the federal grand jury when it meets on 
March 3. United States District Attorney 
Bethea and his assistants are preparing evi- 
dence in the cases and are confident that a 
number of indictments will be returned. The 
venire from which the jury will be drawn 
was issued yesterday, the Chicago men on 
the list being E. P. Butler, Richard, Cullen, 
Fred Kaempfer, E. H. Sweet, John 8. Varley, 
and D. L. Williams. 

The latest concern to come in contact with 
the law is the Nicaragua company, with 
Offices in the Stock Exchange building. The 
raid was made yesterday morning by govern- 
ment officials, who arrested Frank Delbert 
Bittinger, president of the company; Orlin 
N. Vincent, treasurer; and George N. Roulet, 
general manager. 

The postal authorities say that a number of 
persons complained that they received only 
GO per cent of the amounts they invested. 
The complainants are given as follows:

Dividends Out of Capital. 


Each of the alleged victims is said to have 
received 20 per cent a year dividends for 
three years, but Inspector Ketcham declares 
there were no real profits and that dividends 
were drawn from the capital stock of the 
company. 

The Nicaragua company was incorporated 
under the laws of New Jersey in May, 1900, 
and its home office until last July was in 
Dayton, O. The object of the company, as 
@nnounced in its circulars, was “to plant 
bananas, cocoa, pineaples, rubber, and trop- 


fecal fruits near Pearl lagoon and the Rio 


Grande in Nicaragua.” 

Officers of the concern are said to have re- 
ported to the secretary of state of New Jer- 
sey, April 1, 1902, that they had sold $271,000 
worth of stock up to that time. 

It is alleged that the company has 800 acres 
of land in Nicaragua instead of 5,100 acres, 
as stated in circulars. The concern is said 
to have paid only $3,500 for this property, 
which, it is alleged, has been represented to 
be worth $415,000.

Works Up.

AT STOCKYARDS INCREASE. 


Recording of leks Wayne Foundry 
Lease Shows a Sharp Advance in Real 
Estate—Plant Will Be Built.

The sharp advance in the value of manu- 
facturing property near the stockyards was 
illustrated in the recording yesterday of a 
lease extension from the Chicago Junction 
railway company to the Fort Wayne Foun- 
dry and Machine company. The original 
lease was for fifteen years from May 1, 1901, 
at $1,500 a year, the property comprising 
about six acres in Forty-third street, be- 
tween Honoré ana Paulina streets. 

The extension is for ten years on the basis | 
of 4% per cent of| the value of the property, 
which is fixed at $12,500 an acre. This 
makes the annual rent $3,375, or more than 
double the formerirent. The lessee company 
is to erect a plant having a capacity of 300 
car wheels a day. The company also has 
the right to a Re the property at any 
time for $75,000. 

The price paid iby the Chicago Junction 
railway company for the Robbins tract last 
year was $3,750 an acre, while the purchase 
by the Hammond company in the stockyards 
was at the rate of $10,000 an acre.

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FRANK CHANDLER ARRESTED 
ON EMBEZZLEMENT CHARGE. 


Mrs. Sarah Cole Accuses the Real Estate 
Man of Misappropriating $3,000— 
He Denies the Accusation. ._ 


On the charge of embezzling $3,000 from 
Mrs. Sarah Cole of the Stratford hotel, Frank 
R. Chandler, formerly head of the real estate 
firm of Chandler & Co., was arrested yester- 
day. He was taken before Justice Under- 
wood, where he gave $1,000 bonds for his ap- 
pearance on Feb. 27. 

Mrs. Cole alleges that on April 26, 1902, 
she intrusted to Chandler $3,015 for invest- 
ment. This she says was not used by Chand- 
ler as directed, but was devoted to his own 
uses. Frequent demands for the return of 
the money, she alleges, were answered in each 
instance by his asking further time, and at 
last by his statement that he was unable 
to pay. 

In August Chandler was forced into bank- 
ruptcy and in Ogtober he was discharged, 
relieved from his debts. 

When seen at his home, 182 Rush street, 
last evening Mr. Chandler said: 

_“ The charge is false. Mrs. Cole for years 
kept an open account with us. We did not 
ask her to put more money into our hands 
last April, but our books will show that she 
deposited various sums right along and drew 
on us when she wanted money for any pur- 
pose. On May 1 last year there was due her 
$3,052, including the interest on the deposits. 

“ Early in May Mrs, Cole asked for her 
money, saying that she wanted to use it 
elsewhere. I could not return it to her then, 
and since that time she has made no demand 
on me for it. I was forced into bankruptcy 
in August and through that proceeding lost 
$200,000, otherwise I could have settled with 
all my creditors in full. This suit is nothing 
but a scheme to force me to pay the money 
rather than go into the courts.’’
